Washington, February 14.—Out of 
another day of lightning developments 
in the oil scandal therm emerged to- 
night a definite determination by the 
investigating committee to go to the 
bottom of a rumor that a $1,000,000 
oil slush fund had been deposited in 
Washington for distribution among 
men in high places. 

Edward B. McLean, publisher of 
The Washirgton Post, was summoned 
for questioning regarding the slush 
fund report, and committee members 
said Otto H, Kahn, of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., and Benjamin F. Yoakum, re- 
tired president of a western railroad, 
would be called later. 

Information reaching the committee 
was that the story had been a subject 
of discussion among New York finan- 
ciers, and that some of its details had 
been brought to Washington by Mr. 
Yoakum after he had talked to Mr. 
Kahn. 

Strawn’s Name Recalled. 

The oil committee continued to hold 
out tonight against approval of Silas 
H. Strawn and Atlee Pomerene as 
government counsel in the oil cases, 
and after being advised of this Presi- 
dent Ceolidge withdrew the name of 
Strawn. He took the pwsition, 
however, that no conclusive evidence 
of Mr. Pomerene’s. ineligibility had 
been produced. 

Throughout the day’s hearings 
Frank A. Vanderlip, the New York 
banker, waited in vain in the hear- 
ing room to be called to the witness 
stand for questioning regarding hig re- 
cent references to the sale of Presi- 
dent Harding’s Marion Star.

He himself, Mr. Schaffer said, got 
a one-eighth share in the $1,000,000

Washington, February 14.—Objec- 
itions of Secretary Hyghes to the 
‘Johnson immigration bill, particularly 
With regard to provisions which prac- 
tically would -exclude Japanese from 
the United States, will be considered 
tomorrow at a meeting of the house 
immigration committee. 

Chairman Johnson had intended to 
call the committee together today but 
press of other business prevented the 
meeting. He declined today to com- 
ment on the protest of Mr. Hughes be- 
yond reiterating the prediction that 
the committee would not be disposed 
to back down on its stand against 
Japanese immigration. He did, how- 
ever, issue a formal statement in 
which he charged that “professional 
leaders of foreign blocs, aided by paid 
leaders of other groups which benefit 
from the continued arrival of “aliens, 
are now boldly proclaiming that they 
have beaten the proposal for restictive 
immigation legislation this year. 

“They are gloating too soon,” 
Mr. Johnson, adding: 

“The public, however, should under- 
stand that if congress can be coerced 
by threats from these representatives 
of aliens to lay aside the pending 
restrictive bill so that their followers 
may swarm into the country, the time 
will soon come when thé people of 
the United States will have lost con- 
trol of their own affairs. 

“This is an internal, domestic prob- 
lem. It is. a vital problem. It con- 
eerns the future of our country. It 
must not be controlled by foreign lan- 
guage newspapers and other influ- 
ences, No threat of political sabotage 
to be worked by aliens in any state 
or against any political party can be 
permitted to defeat its consideration. 

“The people of the United States 
must take hold of it and deal with it 
as it deserves to be dealt with, or they 
will see their American institutions 
fade and disappear under an ava- 
lanche of alien thought, allen pur- 
pose and alien power. America must 
be kept American. Perfection of re- 
strictive immigration laws must be 
accomplished now. Each year of de- 
lay makes action more difficult.”
